You’re not imagining it— 
pothole complaints 
in Chicago are WAY up

Mayor Emanuel has announced five different 
approaches in the past two months aimed at 
smoothing over the scourge of potholes that 
pock Chicago streets. 

There’s good reason the data-driven Eman- 
uel has been fixated on crumbling concrete: 
City Hall has received about 
triple the number of pot- 
hole complaints compared 
with the previous two win- 
ters. 

The 47,000 complaints 
since Dec. i are the result 
of an unusually brutal win- 
ter when extended periods 
of subzero temperatures, 
heavy snows and the plow- 
ing and salting that fol- 
lowed put more stress than 
normal on the roads. The 
craters also are costing the 
city more money, both to re- 
spond to the outsized num- 
ber of pothole beefs and pay 
claims for damaged cars. 

Chicago is a city where mayoral compe- 
tence is measured in part by winter perfor- 
mance: survive months of snow removal, and 
spring brings the challenge of filling potholes. 
It’s a quality-of-life issue that has the poten- 
tial to do some political damage along with 
the shredded tires and bent wheels it causes 
some drivers to endure. 

To that end, Emanuel has pressed to show

the city he’s trying to keep up with caving 
asphalt. The mayor’s press operation has 
sent out lo pothole-related announcements 
since Jan. lo to highlight everything from 
more street crews working extended hours to 
fill potholes, to a Web page featuring a map 
showing where streets have been patched. 

Emanuel also has taken a few shots at a foe 
who has responded only with more snow and 
cold: Mother Nature. 

“As spring is breaking, and you can see that. 
Mother Nature has decided to leave noth- 
ing but pothole ruin on our 
streets throughout the city 
of Chicago,” Emanuel said 
Monday before alluding to 
what he inherited as mayor. 
“Everybody is seeing what 
Mother Nature left. It also 
shows you the wear and tear 
and how old our streets are.” 

The mayor also turned to 
some military rhetoric, saying 
he’d deploy “strike teams” to 
strategically fan out and fill 
potholes on the major thor- 
oughfares. The city isn’t add- 
ing more crews, but it will 
have them focus on the busi- 
est roads on Mondays and 
Eridays instead of just responding to keep up 
with complaints on the 31 1 line. 

“They can get more work done going down 
a longer part of the street in the main areas of 
the city” he said. 

The pothole push began Jan. 10, when the 
administration said that three of the city’s 
22 pothole crews, made up of five or six work- 
ers, would begin working weekends. That 
same day, Emanuel press aides offered a photo 


potholes-100,000 more than the city had 
filled by this time last year during a more 
mild winter, according to city figures. 

That’s not the city’s only pothole-related 
expense. The Increased number of potholes 
also have driven a huge jump In the num- 
ber of claims filed with the city by people 


opportunity with the mayor greeting workers 
as they filled potholes on West Taylor Street. 

A week later, Emanuel unveiled the city’s 
new “pothole tracker,” an online map showing 
where crews had completed work. A couple 
weeks later. City Hall announced it had filled 
its 100,000th pothole of the year. 

On Eeb. 22, Emanuel said he would bring 
six seasonal pothole crews back to work earli- 
er than usual, and a few days later the mayor’s 
office said crews had filled their 200,000th 
pothole. Last week, the mayor announced 
he had sought an audit of streets recently re- 
paved by private contractors to determine if 


alleging damages to their vehicles because 
of lousy street conditions. City Clerk Susana 
Mendoza’s office received 543 claims for 
pothole damage In the month prior to the 
March City Council meeting alone, com- 
pared with 61 claims last March and 743 for 
all of 2013. 


any potholes had formed that the city could 
require them to pay to fix. 

Emanuel’s focus on potholes came as the 
city received an extraordinarily high volume 
of complaints about shoddy road conditions. 
The mayor has stressed using statistics to bet- 
ter deliver city services, and a Tribune review 
of the city’s data on 311 calls shows the root of 
the mayor’s cause for concern. 

Erom Dec. i through Sunday Chicago’s 311 
call center had received 47,277 complaints 
about potholes, more than triple the 15,641 calls 
the city received for the same period in 2011-12 
and far more than the 17,468 complaints it dur- 
ing the same time frame last winter. 

While the last two winters had more 
mild conditions, this year’s complaints 
are still more than double the 21,482 from 
Dec. 1, 2010 through March 9, 2011, the winter 
that featured the Groundhog Day blizzard. 

This winter, Shelley Morrison said she’s 
had to perfect a kind of driving slalom while 
trying to avoid potholes on Ashland Avenue. 
“The other morning I was going to the gro-

The Lakeview resident said she under- 
stands the winter has been rough, but thinks 
the city has neglected some of its roads for 
too long.

Of the 47,227 pothole complaints the 
city has received since Dec. i, more than 
28,878 are listed as resolved while another 


18,349 l^^ve not been addressed, according to 
city figures. 

In January, city Inspector General Joseph 
Ferguson released an audit that concluded the 
Emanuel administration presented inaccu- 
rate results of its pothole-filling performance 
that made it appear the city was doing a better 
job than it was. 

Still, Emanuel’s administration met its 
target of repairing potholes within 10 days 
73 percent of the time, Ferguson found, slight- 
ly better than the rate of 72 percent under pre- 
vious Mayor Richard M. Daley

Behind Scottie Pippen’s 
shadow, you’ll find his 
talented nephew Quinton

When he retired from basketball, Scottie Pip- 
pen left a legacy as one of the greatest all-around 
players the NBA has ever seen. 

Now there’s another Pippen in Chicago 
trying to make his mark on and off the court. 
Quinton Pippen plays for Chicago State 
and wears No. 33 just like his famous 
uncle. The senior leads the Cougars in 
scoring (15.4 points per game), assists 
(2.6) and steals (55) and was named 
second-team All-Western Ath- 
letic Conference this season. 
The Cougars will pursue an 
NCAA tournament bid 
beginning Thursday in 
the WAC tournament. 
He’s cut from good 
basketball cloth, but 
Quinton has no in- 
terest in riding any- 
one’s coattails. 
“Growing up, be- 
cause my last name 
is Pippen, everybody 
came at me harder on 
the court and off the 
court,” he said. “People look 
at me different because of my 
uncle, but like I teU everybody 
Pm not him. Pm Quinton Pip- 
pen. I try to play my game but 
people always try to compare my 
game to his. But I try to tell them that 
we’re two different people— he’s 6-7, 
Pm 6-4— we have two different games.” 
If there are any similarities between the 
two on the court, it’s on defense. 

“He’s a guy that can guard a bunch of po- 
sitions,” Chicago State coach Tracy Dildy said.

“Maybe that’s a Pippen trait from the family, and 
it’s one of those things that both take pride in.” 

Like uncle, like nephew Or something like 
that. 

“I do try to pattern my game after my uncle’s 
on the defensive end,” Quinton said. 

Aside from basketball, being related to a Hall 
of Famer has its perks. 

“People get real excited when they talk about 
my uncle. I don’t,” Quinton said. “But when I saw 
Michael Jordan, it really struck me. Like, that’s 
one of the best players ever. And when I met him, 
he was a cool guy To this day I still see him and 
every time, he’s real cool, down to earth. He teUs 
me about my game and what I need to work on.” 

And if M.J. tells Quinton what to work on, 
Scottie has no problem showing him. 

“I played him a couple years ago and to this 
day, he can still get me. He throws elbows and 
everything,” Quinton said jokingly “During the 
summers or whenever I have a break, he always 
helps me with my game.” 

Quinton, a native of Hamburg, Ark. (popula- 
tion: 2,866), aspires to play pro basketball after 
he graduates, but his coach is more proud of him 
as a person than a player. 

“More than what he does for us on the court. 
Pm more proud of him for what he’ll do in 
May, and that’s leaving here with a college de- 
gree,” Dildy said. According to the U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau, less than 20 percent of Hamburg’s 
residents have a college degree. “From where 
he came from, nobody would’ve ever imagined 
that Quinton Pippen would be a college gradu- 
ate. Now we have another Pippen that’s made 
his name in Chicago sports and at Chicago State 
University I couldn’t be more proud of that.”

Laugh all you want— 
Mindy Kaling is in charge

Mindy Kaling is the boss. 

Sure, she’s fun, easygoing and doesn’t bat 
an eye at wearing neon pink, but that doesn’t 
mean she’s not serious about succeeding. 

“It’s sad to me that women feel that, unfor- 
tunately if you show a certain kind of femi- 
ninity, or if you like clothing or think guys are 
cute, that you’re less good at something else 
or less serious,” Kaling said during a panel 
Sunday at South by Southwest in Austin, Tex- 
as. ‘And the only way to combat that is to just 
be really good and also be those other things.” 

At 34 years old, Kaling is the creator and 
star of Fox’s “The Mindy Project,” back from 
its Season 2 hiatus April i and set for a third 
season this fall. Despite loving her job, Kaling 
admitted she doesn’t always love being the 
boss. 

“I wanna be like, ‘[Bleep] our boss,’ but I’m 
the boss,” she said. 

Ike Barinholtz, who plays Morgan on the 
show, and Adam Pally who plays Peter, joined 
Kaling onstage and chimed in about their 
leader. 

“Much like Kim Jong Un, she rules with an 
iron fist,” Barinholtz said. 

But it was clear watching their banter 
and on-stage rapport that Kaling 
is pretty great to work for. 

She shared a funny st 
ry about Pally recently 
“pushing boundar- 
ies” on set. He was 
loudly moving a 
box around and 
she told him to 
do it more qui- 
etly He told her, 

“It’s a choice.” 

Pally responded to 
the story during the 
panel by saying, ‘As an 


actor I’ve learned that you can get away with 
messing up if you just tell people it’s a choice. 
... Like, I’m so hung over, I almost missed this 
panel. And that was a choice.” 

The audience cracked up, but Kaling shot 
Pally a serious look afterward, reinforcing 
that she means business. 

Kaling also gave audience members a 
glimpse of what it’s like to work in “The 
Mindy Project” writer’s room, which she calls 
“gentle and loving.” 

‘AU the guys on my staff would identify as 
feminists,” Kaling said. “They’re, like, dudes, 
but ... I always feel very lucky that I’ve just been 
exposed to smart, nice guys who love women.” 

She said one thing she dislikes about being 
a female leader and role model is that it often 
takes away from her work— including writing 
her second book, which she hopes to com- 
plete by year’s end. 

“I have to leave 
my job to go 
talk about how 
important it is 
for women to 
have a job,” 
Kaling said.
